N the brilliant sunshine and sharp crystal 

Irwin, Vieeroy and Governor-General, 
opened the. great Council House in Delhi 
‘on January 19, The scene was as brilliant 
in its physical setting of light and colour, 
‘of stone and marble, as it was significant in 
Political meaning. For while Lord Irwin 
hield in his hand the golden key with which 
‘was about to open for the first time the 
Indian Palace of Westminster, he surveyed 
him an. audience which represented 
activity in Indian life. 

There, close by, was Field-Marshal Bird 
wood, an Imperial figure clothed alike with 
the authority of the Commander-in-Chiel 
and with the unforgettable memories ot 
service in many lands ; and beside him again 
the six. members of the Viceroy 
Council (which is the Indian 
Cabinet) in. their handsome uniforms of 
Plue and gold, three of them English, three 
Indian. 

Close by is a very different figure, in a wig 
which T myself used to weat, Mr, Vithalbhat 
Javerbhai the Thdian counterpart of 
Nr. Speaker, in’ other words, the President 
of the Legislative Assembly. "He was once a 
teat follower of Mr. Gandhi, what we used 
fo call a 'Non-Co-operator,’ but he thas 
somewhat changed his ways, and now lie sits 
in the chair of the Le 
administering parliamentary procedure as 
if to the manner born.

Look north and you will see the city of Delhi, 
founded by the Mogul Emperor, Shah 
Jahan, and sometimes called after him, 
Shahjahanabad, with its famous fort and its 
spacions mosque, the Jama Musjid, ond a 
little beyond it t6 the north-west, the Ridge 
of Mutiny memory. Look eastwards, down 
the magnificent Central Vista of the new 
capital, andthe ssite of another capital 
Jooms ‘on the horizon, the great Purana 
Qila (or Old Fort} ; and the southern horizon 
% dotted with the domes and turrets of a 
score of historic places, over which rises 
the commanding tower of the. Kuth Minar, 
the great pillar raised to commemorate the 
conquest of India by the followers of the 
Prophet ten centuries ‘ago. 

Here is-the magnetic centre of historic 
India; and it is fitting that the Viceroy 
should perform a ‘ceremony, vitally si 
nificant in the living. world of the twentieth 
century, surrounded by the silent witnesses 
of the centuries that are gone, Up the long 
line of the Centrat Vista cames the procession 
whieh accompanies him : two squadrons of 
cavalry, with pennants flying, are his escort 
and immediately about his carriage rides 
the. Viceregal Bodyguard, magnificent men 
on magnificent black horses, their Jani 
tossing in the bright air, to the meastred 
accompaniment of resounding hools and 
jingling accoutrements 
AT his approach, the audi 

band of the Royal 
Regiment plays the Nati 
Lord Irwin, wearing the 
Grand Master of the Order of the Star 
of India—the most beautifal insignia in 
the world—steps on the dais of crimson 
and gold. One of his Cabinet, Sir Bht- 
pendranath Mitra, who has risen from 
very humble origin to. the highest office, 
requests him to open the new building 
‘The Vieeroy delivers # gracious message from 
His Majesty the King, Emperor of India ; 
and then, in his own words, calls the antience 
to witness that. the occasion is ‘memorable 
because the building about to be opened is 
the visible sign, in enduring stone, of the

architect has endeavoured to express. the 
idea of political co-operation, And with an 
exhortation to all to perform their duties 
in the spirit suggested by that form, he 
takes the golden key and opens the, door. 

Let us take a look at this new Indian 
House of Parliament. As we withdraw from 
it a fittle in order to survey its noble pro- 
portions, we note, with a sort of pleasant 
surprise, that the broad road which leads to 
it from the city is called—Parliament Street, 
just like the broad street that leads to our 
‘own Honse of Commons ! And in that name 
alone we get a hint of what will be done 
within those walls 

The building is a great circle, something 
over a quarter of a mile in circumference, 
so that it takes us six or seven minutes to, 
‘walk ronnd it, It contains 13,000,000 cubic 
feet and cost nearly £600,000 ; but let us 
remember that India builds. more cheaply 
than we do, and a similar building in London 
would probably cost £6,000,000 ! 


‘O understand its plan, you should. draw 

a.circle on a piece of paper, then draw 
iather concentric circle well inside the first. 
The smaller circle encloses a great space 
under the central dome in which the Viceroy 
can hold his great Durbars ; 
between the outer and the inner circle is 
divided into three segments, in each of which 
of the Indian bodies is housed = the 
egislative Assembly, the Council of State, 
which together make the Indian Parliament, 
and the Chamber of Princes, in which the 
Raling Chiefs meet to transact common 

With this great circle before you. you 
‘begin to understand what was in the Viceroy's 
mind when he said that, the architect had 
chosen a significant form, The circle is often 
taken -as the emblem of eternity. You 
rememiber our own poet who said — 

“saw eternity the other night 

Like a great ring of endiess light.’
